

Uhion votes Id strike atGeneial Motets^ U.S plants

DEIROrr (AP) — The 

United Auto Work¬ 
ers union announced 
Sunday that itsnoughiy 
49,000 workers at Gen¬ 
era i Motors piants in 
the U.S. wouid go on 
strike just before mid¬ 
night because con¬ 
tentious taiks on a new 
contract had broken 
down. 

About 200 piant-ievei 
union ieaders voted 
unanimousiy in favor 
of a waikout during a 
meeting Sunday morn¬ 
ing in Detroit. Union 
ieaders said the sides 
were stiii far apart on 
severei major issues 
and they apparentiy 
weren't swayed by a 
GM offer to make new 
products at or near 
two of the four piants 
it had been pianning 
to ciose, according to 
someone briefed on 
the matter.

"We stood up for General 
Motors when they need¬ 
ed us most," union Vice 
President Terry Dittes said 
in a statement, referring 
to union concessions that 
helped GM survive bank¬ 
ruptcy protection in 2009. 
"Now we are standing to¬ 
gether in unity and solidar¬ 
ity for our members." 

It's still possible that bar¬ 
gainers could return to the 
table and hammer out 
an agreement, but union 
spokesman Brian Rothen- 
berg said at a news confer¬ 
ence that it would be un¬ 
likely because it is hard to 
believe they could resolve 
so many issues before 11:59 
p.m. 

GM on Friday offered to 
build a new all-electric 
pickup truck at a factory 
in Detroit that is slated to 
close next year, accord¬ 
ing someone who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
the condition of anonym¬ 
ity because that person 
wasn't authorized to dis¬ 
close details of the nego¬ 
tiations, which hadn't been 
released to the public. The 
automaker also offered to 
open an electric vehicle 
battery plant in Lordstown, 
Ohio, where it has a plant 
that has already stopped 
making cars. The new fac¬ 
tory would be in addition to 
a proposal to make elec¬ 
tric vehicles for a company 
called Workhorse, the per¬ 
son said. 

It's unclear how many work¬ 
ers the two plants would 
employ. The closures, es¬ 
pecially of the Ohio plant, 
have become issues in 
the 2020 presidential cam¬ 
paign. President Donald 
Trump has consistently criti¬ 
cized the company and 
demanded that Lordstown 
be reopened. 

The DAW'SRothenberg said 
the company made gen¬ 
eral statements about why 
it is planning to strike, but 
he would not comment 
further on GM's offer. The 
union said it would strike 
for fair wages, affordable 
health care, profit sharing, 
job security and a path to 
permanent employment 
fortemporary workers 
In a statement, GM also 
said the offer made to the 
union on Saturday includ¬ 
ed more than $7 billion in 
U.S. factory investments 
and the creation of 5,400 


new positions, a minority 
of which would be filled by 
existing employees. GM 
would not give a precise 
number. The investments 
would be made at fac¬ 
tories in four states, two of 
which were not identified. 
The statement a Iso said the 
company offered "best in 
class wages and benefits," 
improved profit sharing 
and a payment of $8,000 
to each worker upon rati¬ 
fication. The offer included 
wage orlump sum increas¬ 
es in all four years of the 
deal, plus "nationally lead¬ 
ing" health benefits. 

The announcement came 
hours after the union let its 
contract with GM expire 
Saturday night. 

If there Isa strike, picketers 
would shut down a total 
of 53 GM facilities, includ¬ 
ing 33 manufacturing sites 
and 22 parts distribution 
warehouses. GM hasfacto- 
riesin Michigan, Ohio, New 
York, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Texas, Missouri, Indiana and 
Kansas.On Saturday, Dittes, 
the union's chief bargainer, 
said in a letter to GM mem¬ 
bers that after months of 
bargaining, both the union 
and GM were far apart 
on issues such as wages, 
health care, temporary 
employees, job security 
and profit-sharing. The let- 
terto membersand anoth¬ 
er one to GM were aimed 
at turning up the pressure 
on GM negotiators. 

A strike would bring to a 
halt GM's U.S. production, 
and would likely stop the 
company from making 
vehicles in Canada and 
Mexico as well. That would 
mean fewer vehicles for 
consumers to choose from 
on dealerlots, and It would 
make It Impossible to build 
specially ordered cars and 
trucks. 

The strike would be the 
union's first since a two-day 
work stoppage at GM in 
2007. 

On Friday, union leaders 
extended contracts with 
Ford and Fiat Chrysler in¬ 
definitely, but the pact with 
General Motors was still set 
to expire Saturday night. 
The union picked GM, 
which Is more profitable 
than Ford and Flat Chrys¬ 
ler, asthe target company, 
meaning it's the focus of 
bargaining and would be 
the first comp any to face a 
walkout. Talks between the 


union and GM were tense 
from the start, largely be¬ 
cause GM plans to close 
four U.S. factories. Includ¬ 
ing the one on the Detroit 
border with the enclave 
of Hamtramck, and Lord- 
stown. The union has prom¬ 
ised to fight the closures. 
Here are the main areasof 
disagreement: 

— GM is making big money, 
$8 billion last year alone, 
and workers want a big¬ 
ger slice. The union wants 
annual pay raises to guard 
against an economic 
downturn, but the compa¬ 
ny wants to pay lump sums 
tied to earnings Automak¬ 
ers don't want higher fixed 
costs. 

— The union also wants new 
productsforthe fourfacto- 
ries G M wants to close. The 
factory plans have Irked 
some workers, although 
most of those who were 
laid off will get jobsatother 
GM factories. GM currently 
has too much U.S. factory 
capacity. 

— The companies want to 
close the labor cost gap 
with workers at plants run 
by foreign automakers. 
GM pays $63 per hour in 
wages and benefits com¬ 
pared with $50 at the for- 
eign-owned factories. GM's 


gap is the largestat$13 per 
hour, followed by Ford at 
$11 and Flat Chrysler at $5, 
according to figures from 
the Center for Automotive 
Research. 

— Union members have 
great health insurance 


plans and workers pay 
about 4% of the cost. Em¬ 
ployees at large firms na¬ 
tionwide pay about 34% 
according to the Kaiser 
Family Foundation. The au¬ 
tomakers would like to cut 
costs.Q 
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Police: No sign that Duluth 
synagogue file was hate crime 


DUUJ1H, Minn. (AP) — A fine 
that destroyed a historic 
synagogue in northeastern 
Minnesota doesn't appear 
to have been a hate crime, 
authorities said Sunday in 
discussing the arrest of a 
suspect. 

Matthew J ames Amiot, 36, 
of Duiuth, was arrested Fri¬ 
day in the fire iast week at 
the Adas Israei Congrega¬ 
tion in downtown Duiuth, 
the city'spoiice chief, Mike 
Tusken, said at a news con¬ 
ference. 

Tusken said he has no rea¬ 
son to beiieve the fire was 
a hate crime, aithough the 
investigation is ongoing. 
Poiice are recommending 
that prosecutors charge 
Amiot, who has no per¬ 
manent address, with first- 
degree arson. A criminai 
compiaint is expected to 
be fiied mid-week, he said. 
The biaze started in a shed 
outside the synagogue 
and spread into the buiid- 
ing early Monday, fire Chief 
Shawn Krizaj said. No acce- 
ierantswere found. 
Investigators from the U.S. 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobac¬ 
co, Firearms and Explosives 
were called in to assist in 
the investigation, which is 
standard when fires break 
out in places of worship. 
One firefighter who was 
struck by falling debris was 
taken to a hospital, treated 
and released. That fire fight¬ 
er is still recovering from a 
concussion and doing well, 
Krizaj sa id. 

Mayor Emily Larson said the 
city continues to offer "our 
heartfelt condolences" to 
the Adas Israel congrega¬ 


tion and the entire Jewish 
community. 

'This has been a very, very 
difficult week for this com¬ 
munity," Larson told report¬ 
ers. Phillip Sher, past presi¬ 
dent of the synagogue, 
would not speculate on a 
motive. "We're not out for 
vengeance. All I can find 
out of this event is sadness 
foreveryone,"he said. 

Sher said it was "extremely 
sad" for the congregation 
not to have a home for 
the Sabbath on Saturday. 
The charred ruins were re¬ 
leased to the congrega¬ 
tion on Thursday, and the 
congregation is exploring 
how to remove the build¬ 
ing, he said. 

Steve Hunegs, executive 
directorofthe J ewish Com¬ 
munity Relations Council 
of Minnesota and the Da¬ 
kotas, said in a statement 
Sunday that while authori¬ 
ties don't think the fire was 
a hate crime, 'the destruc¬ 
tion of Adas Israel Congre¬ 
gation remains a tragedy 
for generations of Jewish 
Duluthians." He added that 
the group has heard from 
families with decades of 
history within the congre¬ 
gation. 'We understand 
that ourj ewish community 
feels uneasy in this current 
political and social environ¬ 
ment where synagogues, 
mosques, and predomi¬ 
nantly black churches 
have been attacked in re¬ 
cent years. The image of a 
house of worship ablaze is 
a searing reminder of the 
challenges we face with ris¬ 
ing anti-Semitism and big¬ 
otry in this country," Hunegs 


said. 

Police previously have had 
"multiple contacts" with 
Amiot, butnothing thatrose 
to the level of arson, the 
police chief said. Authori¬ 
ties are unaware if Amiot 
has had previous contact 
with the synagogue. He re- 
ma ins in ja il, a nd the poliee 
chief said Amiot probably 
does not have a defense 
attorney yet. Eight of 14 To¬ 
rah scrolls, the holy books 
ofj udaism, that were in the 
synagogue were saved.Q

VUASHING1DN (AP) — Con¬ 
gressional Democratic 
leaders warned President 
Donald Trump on Sun¬ 
day that any proposal on 
gun control must include 
a House-passed bill to ex¬ 
pand background checks 
forgun purchases— orelse 
risk no legislation at all. 

In a joint statement, House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi and 
Senate Democratic leader 
Chuck Sc burner said they 
spoke Sunday morning by 
phone with Tnjmp, who 
planned to announce as 
soon as this week what 
measureshe supported. 
Pelosi, D-Calif., and Sc burn¬ 
er, D-N.Y., said they made 
clear that any proposal 
lacking the House legisla¬ 
tion "will not get the job 
done" by leaving danger¬ 
ous loopholes 
"We know that to save as 
many lives as possible, the 
Senate must pass this bill 
and the president must sign 
it,"they said. 


A White House spokesman, 
judd Deere, confirmed 
that Trump spoke with the 
Democratic leaders at 
their request and indicated 
to them a desire to find a 
"bipartisan legislative solu¬ 
tion" but made no commit¬ 
ments 

'The conversation was cor¬ 
dial," Deere said. 'The presi¬ 
dent reiterated his commit¬ 
ment for his administration 


to continue work on these 
issues" 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
has declined to hold a 
vote on the bill, which was 
approved by the Demo¬ 
cratic-controlled House in 
February. He says it's not 
clear the Senate would be 
able to pass the legislation 
or that Trump would sign it 
into law. 


The bill would expand 
background checks to 
cover private sales such as 
one that allowed a Texas 
shooting suspect to pur¬ 
chase his weapon before 
killing seven people last 
month. 

Trump and White House 
aides have discussed a 
number of gun-control 
measures with members of 
Congress, including steps 
to go after fraudulent buy¬ 
ers, notify state and local 
law enforcement when 
a potential buyer fails a 
background check, issue 
state-level emergency risk 
protection orders, boost 
mental health assistance 
and speed up executions 
for those found guilty of 
committing massshootings 
Pelosi and Schumer said 
they promised Trump that 
if he endorses the House 
legislation on background 
checks and gets McCon¬ 
nell to acton it, they would 
join the president 'for a 
historic signing ceremony 
at the Rose Garden." Their 


call with Trump, which took 
place shortly after 11 a.m., 
lasted about 10 minutes, 
according to a Democrat¬ 
ic aide. 

'We will not stop until these 
bills are passed and our 
children'slivesare safe,"the 
Democratic leaderssaid. 
After a summer of dev¬ 
astating mass shootings. 
Congress has struggled to 
reach agreement on legis¬ 
lation to curb gun violence 
as Tnjmp pledged to pro¬ 
tect the Second Amend¬ 
ment and wavered on 
what kind of bill he wants 
the lawmakers to send for 
his signature.But while the 
president has waffled pub¬ 
licly on expanded back¬ 
ground checks, he has 
directed his staff to con¬ 
tinue to work with lawmak¬ 
ers— including Republican 
Sen. Pat Toomey of Penn¬ 
sylvania and Democratic 
Sens Chris Murphy of Con¬ 
necticut and J oe Manchin 
of West Virginia — to try to 
hash out an agreement he 
can support.^ 


Dem piesidential candidates call for Kavanaugh's impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sev- tial candidates on Sunday peachment of Supreme 
eral Democratic presiden- lined up to call for the im- Court j ustice Brett Kavana- 
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ugh in the face of a new, 
uninvestigated, allegation 
of sexual impropriety when 
he was in college. 

Ka va na ug h wa s c 0 nfimned 
last October after emo¬ 
tional hearings in the Sen¬ 
ate over a sexual assault 
allegation from his high 
school years. The New York 
Times now reports that Ka- 
vanaugh faced a separate 
allegation from his time at 
Yale University and that the 
FBI did not investigate the 
claim. The latest claim mir¬ 
rors one offered during his 
confirmation process by 
Deborah Ramirez, a Yale 
classmate who claimed 
Kavanaugh exposed him¬ 
self to her during a drunken 
party. 

When he testified before 
the Senate J udiciary Com¬ 
mittee last year, Kavana¬ 
ugh denied all allegations 
of impropriety. 

Sen. Kama la Harris, D-Calif., 
said after the new report 
that "Brett Kavanaugh lied 
to the U.S. Senate and most 
importantly to the Ameri¬ 
can people."She tweeted: 
"He must be impeached." 

A 2020 rival, Massachu¬ 


setts Sen. Elizabeth War¬ 
ren, tweeted that 'Confir¬ 
mation is not exoneration, 
and these newest revela¬ 
tions are disturbing. Like 
the man who appointed 
him, Kavanaugh should 
be impeached." Former 
Texas Rep. Beta O'Rourke 
asserted in a tweeted, 'We 
know he lied under oath. 
He should be impeached." 
He accused the GOP-run 
Senate of forcing the FBI 'to 
rush its investigation to save 
his nomination." 

Their comments followed 
similar ones from Julian 
Castro, a former U.S. hous¬ 
ing secretary, on Saturday 
night. "It's more clear than 
ever that Brett Kavana¬ 
ugh lied under oath," he 
tweeted. "He should be 
impeached and Congress 
should review the failure of 
the Department of Justice 
to properly investigate the 
matter." Sen. Bemie Sand¬ 
ers of Vermont didn't refer 
to impeachment by name 
in a tweet Sunday, but said 
he would "support any ap¬ 
propriate constitutional 
mechanism" to hold Kava¬ 
naugh "accountable.'□ 
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New Yofk moves Id enact 
statewide flavoted e-cig ban

NEW YORK (Al^ — New 

York Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
is pushing to enact a state¬ 
wide ban on the sale of 
flavored e-cigarettes amid 
growing health concerns 
connected to vaping, es¬ 
pecially among young 
people. 

The Democrat announced 
Sunday that the state 
health commissionerwould 
be making a recommen¬ 
dation this week to the 
state Public Health and 
Health Planning Coun¬ 
cil. The council can issue 
emergency regulations 
thatwould go into effectas 
soon as they are voted on 
and start being enfotoed in 
as soon as two weeks, fol¬ 
lowing a shortgrace period 
fo r reta lie rs, offic la Is sa id. 

In announcing the action, 
Cuomo sharply criticized 
the flavors that are forsale, 
like bubble gum and cot¬ 
ton candy. 

'These are obviously target¬ 
ed to young people and 
highly effective at target¬ 
ing young people,"he said. 
Officials pointed to a sig¬ 
nificant increase of e-cig- 
arettes by young people, 
which they said was driven 
by the flavors. 

According to data from the 
state health department, 
nearly 40% of high school 
seniors and 27% of high 
school students overall in 
the state use e-cigarettes 
High school use went from 
10.5% in 2014 to 27.4% in 
2018. 

Nationwide, the 2019 Na¬ 
tional Youth Tobacco Sur¬ 
vey showed traditional 
cigarette usage continu¬ 
ing to fall for students in 6th 
to 12th grade but vaping 
continuing to surge higher. 
The biggest player in the 


ind ustry, J uul La bs Inc., sa id 
it was reviewing the an¬ 
nouncement, but agreed 
with the need for action. 
The ban would not impact 
tobacco- and menthol- 
flavored e-cigarettes, but 
Cuomo said the Depart¬ 
ment of Health would con¬ 
tinue evaluating and that 
could change. 

Not including menthol 
brought criticism for Cuo¬ 
mo from some quarters. 
Cuomo "had the oppor¬ 
tunity to take decisive ac¬ 
tion, but instead left men¬ 
thol e-cigarettes on the 
marketplace," said Harold 
Wimmer, president and 
CEO of the American Lung 
Association, in an email 
statement. "While today's 
announcement was well- 
intentioned, it will drive 
our youth to use menthol 
flavored products in even 
greater numbers." 

Cuomo signed legislation 
earlier this year raising the 
statewide smoking age to 
21, and earlier this month 
signed a mandate that re¬ 
quires state anti-tobacco 
campaigns to also include 
vaping. 

Vaping isalso undera fed¬ 
eral spotlight, ashealth au¬ 
thorities look into hundreds 
of breathing illnesses re¬ 
ported in people who have 
used e-cigarettes and oth- 
ervaping devices 
In his first public comments 
on vaping. President Don¬ 
ald Trump proposed a simi- 
larfederal ban last week. 
The FDA has been able to 
ban vaping flavors since 
2016, but hasn't taken the 
step, with officials looking 
into whether flavors could 
help cigarette smokers to 
quit. 

The global market is esti¬ 
mated to have a value of 
as much as $11 billion. The 


industry has spent a lot of 
money in states a round the 
country to lobby against 
state-level flavored e-cig- 
arette bans, in states in¬ 
cluding Hawaii, California, 
Maine and Connecticut. 
Michigan Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer earlier this month 
ordered that state's health 
department to come out 
with emergency rules to 
prohibit flavored e-ciga- 
rette sa les.Q

When the Census Bureau 
reported an increase in the 
number of peopie without 
heaith insurance in Ameri¬ 
ca, it sent poiiticai partisans 
reaching fortaiking points 
on the Obama-era heaith 
iaw and itstravaiia But the 
new numbers suggest that 
fears of the Trump adminis¬ 
tration's immigration crack¬ 
down may be a more sig¬ 
nificant factor in the slip¬ 
page. 

Overall, the number of un¬ 
insured in the U.S. rose by 
1.9 million people in 2018, 
the agency report this past 
week. Itwasthe first jump in 
nearly a decade. An esti¬ 
mated 27.5 million people, 
or 8.5% of the population, 
lacked coverage the en¬ 
tire year. Such increases 
are considered unusual in 
a strong economy. 

The report showed that a 
drop in low-income people 
enrolled in Medicaid was 
the most significant factor 
behind the higher number 
of uninsured people. 
Hispanics were the only 
major racial and ethnic 
category with a significant 
increase in their uninsured 
rate. It rose by 1.6 percent¬ 
age points in 2018, with 
nearly 18% lacking cover¬ 
age. There was no signifi¬ 
cant change in health in¬ 
surance for non-Hispanic 


whites, blacks and Asians 
"Some of the biggest de¬ 
clines in coverage are 
coming among Latinosand 
noncitizens," said Larry Lev¬ 
itt of the nonpartisan Kaiser 
Family Foundation, who 
tracks trends in health in¬ 
surance coverage. 'These 
declines in coverage are 
coming at a time when the 
Trump administration has 
tried to curb immigration 
and discourage immigrants 
from using public benefits 
like Medicaid." 

Health care is the defining 
issue for Democrats vying 


for their party's 2020 presi¬ 
dential nomination. Can¬ 
didates wasted no time in 
Thursday's debate high¬ 
lighting the split between 
progressives such as Sens. 
Bemie Sanders and Eliza¬ 
beth Warren , who favor 
a government-run system 
for all, including people 
without legal permission 
to be in the country, and 
moderates like former Vice 
President Joe Biden. He 
supports building on the 
Affordable Care Act and 
adding a new public plan 
option, open to U.S. citizens 
and legal residents. 
Although the candidates 
did not dwell on the un¬ 
insured rate. Democratic 
congressional leaders have 
said the census figures 
show the administration's 
"sabotage" of the Obama 
health law. 

The administration issued 
a statement blaming the 
law's high premiums, unaf¬ 


fordable for solid middle- 
class people who do not 
qualify for financial assis¬ 
tance. 'The reality is we will 
continue to see the number 
of uninsured increase until 
we address the underlying 
issues in Obamacare that 
have failed the American 
people," the statement 
said. 

While the report found an 
increase in the uninsured 
rate among solid middle- 
class people the Trump 
administration wants to 
help, there was no signifi¬ 
cant change in employer 
coverage or in plans that 
consumers purchase di¬ 
rectly. Those are the types 
of health insurance that 
middle-class workers tend 
to have. Other patterns in 
the data pointed to an im¬ 
migration link. 

Health economist Richard 
Frank of Harvard Medical 
School said the data "sug¬ 
gest that we are dealing 


with immigration ... poten¬ 
tially in some unexpected 
ways" Frank was a high- 
ranking health policy ad¬ 
viser in the Obama admin¬ 
istration. 

The uninsured rate for for- 
eign-bom people, includ¬ 
ing those who have be¬ 
come U.S. citizens, also rose 
significantly, mirroring the 
shift among Hispanics. 

Frank noted that immi¬ 
grant families often include 
foreign-bom and native- 
born relatives, "and you 
can imagine the new ap¬ 
proach to immigration in¬ 
hibiting these people from 
doing things that would 
make them more visible to 
public authorities," such as 
applying for government 
health care programs 
Immigrants' fears may also 
be part of the reason fora 
significant increase in the 
number of uninsured chil¬ 
dren in 2018, said Kather¬ 
ine Hempstead, a senior 
health policy expert with 
the nonpartisan Robert 
Wood Johnson Founda¬ 
tion, which works to ex¬ 
pand coverage. Among 
immigrant children who 
have become citizens, the 
uninsured rate rose by 2.2 
percentage points in 2018, 
to 8.6% The increase was 
greater among kids who 
are not citizens. 

'There are a lot of kids eli¬ 
gible for public coverage 
but not enrolled because 
of various things that make 
it less comfortable for peo¬ 
ple to enroll in public cov¬ 
erage,"said Hempstead. 
The administration's "public 
charge" regulation, which 
could deny green cards 
to migrants who use gov¬ 
ernment benefits such as 
Medicaid was finalized this 
yea r. □

2,000 medically preserved 
fetal remains have been 
found atthe Illinois home of 
a former Indiana abortion 
clinic doctor who died last 
week, authorities said. 

The Will County Sheriff's Of¬ 
fice said in a news release 
late Friday that an attorney 
for Dr. Ulrich Klopfer's fam¬ 
ily contacted the coroner's 
office Thursday about pos¬ 
sible fetal remains being 
found at the home in an 
unincorporated part of Will 
County in northeastern Il¬ 
linois. 

The sheriff's office said au¬ 
thorities found 2,246 pre¬ 
served fetal remains but 
there's no evidence medi¬ 
cal procedures were per¬ 
formed atthe home. 

The coroner's office took 
possession of the remains. 
An investigation is under¬ 
way. 

A message left Saturday 
seeking additional com¬ 
ment on the discovery was 
not returned by the Will 
County Sheriff's Office in¬ 
vestigations d e p a rtme nt. 
Klopfer, who died Sept. 3, 
was a longtime doctor at 
an abortion clinic in South 
Bend, Indiana. It closed 
after the state revoked 
the clinic's license in 2015. 
The Indiana State Depart¬ 
ment of Health had pre¬ 
viously issued complaints 
against the clinic, accus¬ 
ing it of la eking a registry of 
patients, policies regarding 
medical abortion, and a 
governing body to deter¬ 
mine policies. 

The state agency also ac¬ 
cused the clinic of failing 
to document that patients 
get state-mandated edu¬ 
cation at least 18 hours be¬ 
fore an abortion. 

Klopfer was believed to be 
Indiana's most prolific abor¬ 
tion doctor, with thousands 
of procedures performed 
in multiple Indiana coun¬ 
ties over several decades, 
the South Bend Tribune re¬ 
ported. 

Mike Fichter, the president 
of Indiana Right to Life, said 
in a statement sent Friday 


night that "we are horrified" 
by the discoveryofthefetal 
remains at Klopfer's Illinois 
residence. He called for 
Indiana authorities to help 
determine whether those 
remains have any connec¬ 
tion to abortion operations 
in Indiana. 

'These sickening reports un¬ 
derscore why the abortion 
industry must be held to the 
highest scrutiny," Fichter 
said in the statement. 

A message left Saturday 
by The Associated Press for 
a spokesman for Gov. Eric 
Holcomb asking if Indiana 
officials would investigate 
was not immediately re¬ 
turned. 

Klopfer's license was sus¬ 
pended by Indiana's Medi¬ 
cal Ucensing Board in No¬ 
vember 2016 afterthe pan¬ 
el found a numberof viola¬ 
tions, including a failure to 
ensure that qualified staff 
was present when patients 
received or recovered 
from medications given 
before and during abortion 
procedures. 

Klopferwasno longerprac- 
ticing by that time, but he 
told the panel he had nev¬ 
er lost a patient in 43 years 
ofdoing abortionsand that 
he hoped to eventually re¬ 
open hisclinics. 

In June 2014, Klopfer was 
charged in St. Joseph 
County, Indiana, with a 
misdemeanor for failure to 
file a timely public report. 
He was accused of wait¬ 
ing months to report an 
abortion he provided to 
a 13-year-old girl in South 
Bend. That charge was 
later dropped after Klopfer 
completed a pre-trial diver¬ 
sion program. 

Republican U.S. Rep. 
Jackie Walorski, R-Indiana, 
called the discovery of the 
fetal remains "sickening be¬ 
yond words" in a statement 
released byheroffice. 

"He was responsible for 
thousands of abortions in 
Indiana, and his careless 
treatment of human re¬ 
mains is an outrage," she 
said in her statement.

Down but not out, Matteo 
Salvini pledged Sunday to 
tens of thousands of die¬ 
hard backers of his populist 
League that he will return 
to powerstrongerthan be¬ 
fore, ashe seeksto rebound 
from a grave political mis¬ 
calculation that pushed his 
party from government. 

"I'd rather concede seven 
ministry posts to traitors now 
that we will win back with 
interest and transparency 
in a few months," Salvini 
told an annual pilgrimage 
of cheering, banner-wav¬ 
ing League votersto a foot¬ 
hill Lombard town with long 
historical associations to 
nationa list movements. 

This year's gathering took 
on additional significance 
as Salvini whips up his 
base in opposition to the 
new 5-Sta r-De mo c ratio 
Party government that 
took office this month af¬ 
ter his failed move to force 
new elections landed the 
League as the head of 
Italy's opposition and de¬ 
prived him of his bully pul¬ 
pit asthe hard-line anti-mi- 
grant interior minister. 

"I expect (Salvini) will con¬ 
tinue to be an effective 
force because the issues 
he gained credibility for 
— migration, taxes and 
security — remain salient," 
said Roberto D'Alimonte, 
a political science profes¬ 
sor at Rome's LUISS Uni¬ 
versity. "And if the (new) 
government does not ad¬ 
dress these issues, Salvini's 
strength will remain pretty 
much the same." 

The League remains the 
most popular party in Italy, 
and the League voters at¬ 
tending the Pontida pilgrim¬ 
age made clearthey were 
behind their "captain." 
Many in the crowd placed 
the blame for Salvini's fate 
on the grassroots 5-Star 
Movement for quickly 
realigning itself from its 
League coalition to fomn a 
new government with the 


one-time enemy, the cen¬ 
ter-left Democratic Party. 
They branded Premier Gi¬ 
useppe Conte, head of 
both governments, a trai¬ 
tor. 

Luca Carminati, a laborer 
from nearby Bergamo, said 
he switched from voting 
for the center-right to the 
League five years ago. He 
said he has seen his boss 
struggling to keep a small 
business afloat in the face 
of high taxation and bu¬ 
reaucracy. 

"I like Salvini because he is 
the only one that fights the 
idea of a European Union, 
which I do not support, be¬ 
cause I believe the Europe¬ 
an bureaucrats do not do 
Italy any good," Carminati 
said. Salvini "istrying to give 
value to the Italian people 
again." 

During his speech Salvini 
muted his often-fiery tones, 
urging supporters to be pa¬ 
tient and polite in their po¬ 
litical discourse. This came 
after a League lawmaker 
from Veneto drew fire for 
insulting Italy's president a 
day earlier. Still, speakers 
who took the stage before 
Salvini spoke of revolution 
and resistance, and the 
rank-and-file verbally at¬ 
tacked Italian leftist jour¬ 
nalist Gad Lemer, who was 
flanked by police body¬ 
guards. Lemer has often 
clashed with Salvini. 

Salvini also hit a euro-skep- 
tic note as he warned Ita¬ 
ly's European allies in shaky 
French, German and Eng¬ 
lish that 'the Italian people 
are no one's servant." 
Speaking to his base, Sal¬ 
vini said he would make a 
long-sought flat-tax of 15% 
a priority if he lands back 
in government and that in 
the meantime he would 
take the fight against mi¬ 
gration to the level of local 
and regional governments, 
where the League has 
long prospered. He railed 
against Islam, burqas and 
pressed for more regional 
autonomy from Rome. 
D'Alimonte noted a subtle 


and recent shift in Salvini 
when he acknowledged 
that the new government 
is formally legitimate under 
the parliamentary system. 
D'Alimonte said the posi¬ 
tion indicated "he wants to 
play by the rules," though it 
remains to be seen if that 
sticks. 

Salvini needs to demon¬ 
strate even more profound 
change if he wants to re¬ 
turn to power, said analyst 
Stefa no FolliofLa Repubbli- 
ca. His politic a I stumble has 
challenged his image as "a 
winner," and his association 
with extreme-right parties 
in France and Germany 
has flagged him a threat 
to Europe. "Salvini is an ex¬ 
treme-right d anger that Eu¬ 
rope cannot accept. If he 
maintains that position, he 
finishes his story," Folli said.

Iran called the U.S. claims 
"maximum lies," while a 
commander in its paramili¬ 
tary Revolutionary Guard 
reiterated its forces could 
strike U.S. military bases 
across the Mideast with its 
arsenal of ballistic missiles. 
A prominent U.S. senator 
suggested striking Iranian 
oil refineries in response for 
the assault claimed by Ye¬ 
men's Iran-backed Houthi 
rebels on Saudi Arabia's 
largest oil processing facil¬ 
ity. 

"Because of the tension 
and sensitive situation, our 
region is like a powderkeg," 
warned Guard Brig. Gen. 
Amir Ali Hajizadeh. "When 
these contacts come too 
close, when forces come 
into contact with one an¬ 
other, it is possible a con¬ 
flict happens because of a 
misunderstanding." 

Actions on any side could 
break into the open a twi¬ 
light warthat's been raging 
just below the surface of 
the wider Persian Gulf over 
the last months. Already, 


there's been mysterious at¬ 
tacks on oil tankers that 
America blames on Teh¬ 
ran, at least one suspected 
Israeli strike on Shiite forces 
in Iraq, and Iran shooting 
down a U.S. military surveil¬ 
lance drone. 

The attack Saturday on 
Saudi Arabia's Abqaiq 
plant and its Khurais oil 
field led to the interruption 
of an estimated 5.7 million 
barrels of the kingdom's 
crude oil production per 
day, equivalent to over 5% 
of the world's daily supply. 
It remains unclear how King 
Salman and his assertive 
son. Crown Prince Moham¬ 
med bin Salman, will re¬ 
spond to an attack target¬ 
ing what analysts describe 
as the heart of the Saudi oil 
industry. 

Late Saturday, U.S. Secre¬ 


tary of State Mike Pompeo 
directly blamed Iranforthe 
Saudi attack on Twitter, 
without offering evidence 
to support disclaim. 

"Amid all the calls for de- 
escalation, Iran has now 
launched an unprecedent¬ 
ed attack on the world's 
energy supply," Pompeo 
wrote. 'There is no evi¬ 
dence the attacks came 
from Yemen." 

The U.S., Western nations, 
their Gulf Arab allies and 
U.N. experts say Iran sup¬ 
plies the Houthis with 
weapons and drones — a 
charge thatTehran denies. 
U.S. officials previously al¬ 
leged at least one recent 
drone attack on Saudi 
Arabia came from Iraq, 
where Iran backs Shiite mili¬ 
tias. Those militias in recent 
weeks have been targeted 


themselves by mysterious 
airstrikes, with at least one 
believed to have been car¬ 
ried out by Israel. 

Iranian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman AbbasMousavi 
on Sunday dismissed Pom- 
peo's remarks as "blind and 
futile comments." 

'The Americans adopted 
the 'maximum pressure' 
policy against Iran, which, 
due to its failure, is leaning 
towards 'maximum lies,"' 
Mousavi said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Separately, Iraqi Prime Min¬ 
ister Adel Abdul-Mahdi'sof- 
fice issued a statement on 
Sunday denying the drone 
attackcame from there. 
Iraq "abides by its consti¬ 
tutions that prevents the 
use of its lands to launch 
aggressions against neigh¬ 
boring CO untries," the state¬ 


ment said. 

Houthi leader Muham¬ 
mad al-Bukh reiterated his 
group'sclaim of responsibil¬ 
ity Sunday, telling The As¬ 
sociated Press it exploited 
"vulnerabilities" in Saudi air 
defenses to strike the tar¬ 
gets He did not elaborate. 
Iran, meanwhile, kept up 
with its own threats Sun¬ 
day as well. Hajizadeh, the 
Guard brigadier general 
who leads its aerospace 
program, gave an inter¬ 
view published across Ira¬ 
nian media that discussed 
Iran's downing of the U.S. 
drone in July. He said 
Guard forces were ready 
for a counterattack if 
America responded, nam¬ 
ing the Al-Udeid Air Base 
in Qatar and Al-Dhafra Air 
Base nearAbu Dhabi in the 
United Arab Emirates as im¬ 
mediate targets, as well as 
Navy ships in the Persian 
Gulf and the Arabian Sea. 
'Wherever they are, it only 
takes one spark and we hit 
theirvessels, their air bases, 
their troops," he said in a 
video published online with 
English subtitles 
It wasn't just Iranians mak¬ 
ing threats U.S. Sen. Und- 
sey Graham, a South Car¬ 
olina Republican close to 
President Donald Trump, 
suggested retaliatory strikes 
targeting Iran. 

"Iran will not stop their mis¬ 
behavior until the conse¬ 
quences become more 
real, like attacking their

HONG KONG (AP) — Po¬ 
lice fined chemical-laced 
blue waterand teargasat 
protesters who lobbed Mo¬ 
lotov cocktails outside the 
Hong Kong government 
office complex Sunday, as 
violence flared anew after 
thousands of pro-democ¬ 
racy supporters marched 
through downtown in defi¬ 
ance of a police ban. 

A mixed crowd of hard¬ 
core protesters in black 
and wearing masks, along 
with families with children, 
spilled into the roads of 
the Causeway Bay shop¬ 
ping belt and marched for 
over2 kilometers (1.2 miles) 
to the central business dis¬ 
trict. Some waved U.S. and 
British flags, while others 
carried posters reiterating 
their calls for democratic 
reforms. 

Police had turned down a 
req uest by the C ivil Huma n 
Rights Front to hold the 
march, but the demonstra¬ 
tors were undeterred, as 
they've been all summer. 

"I feel this is our duty. The 
governmentwantsto block 
us with the ban, but I want 
to say that the people will 
not be afraid," said one 
protester, Winnie Leung, 50. 
The march disrupted traffic, 
and many shops, includ¬ 
ing the Sogo department 
store in Causeway Bay, 
one of Hong Kong's largest 
department stores, closed 
theirdoors. 

Protesters burned Chinese 
flags and tore down ban¬ 
ners congratulating China's 
ruling Communist Party, 
which will celebrate its70th 
year in power on Oct. 1. 
In familiar scenes, some 
protesters smashed glass 
windows and surveillance 
cameras at a subway sta¬ 
tion exit. 

Hundreds of pro testers la ter 
targeted the government 
office complex, throwing 
bricks and gasoline bombs 
through police barriers. 
Police responded by firing 
volleys of tear gas and us¬ 
ing water cannon trucks 
to spray chemical-laced 
water as well as blue liquid 
that helped them iden¬ 
tify offenders, in a repeat 
of confrontational scenes 


from the last several weeks 
of the protests 
Protesters retreated but re¬ 
grouped in the nearby Wan 
Chai neighborhood, setting 
fires outside a subway sta¬ 
tion exit and on the streets 
They fled again after riot 
police advanced and the 
cat-and-mouse battles 
went on fora few hours be¬ 
fore calm returned. 

Police fired tear gas again 
later in the nearby North 
Point area after protest¬ 
ers obstructed traffic after 
brawling there earlier with 
pro-government support¬ 
ers 

Hospital authorities said 
eight people were injured 
throughout the day, includ¬ 
ing three in serious condi¬ 
tion. The protests were trig¬ 
gered in J une by an extra¬ 
dition bill that many saw 
as an example of China's 
increasing intrusion and at 
chipping away at Hong 
Kong residents' freedoms 
and rights, many of which 
are not accorded to peo¬ 
ple in mainland China. 
Hong Kong's government 
promised this month to 
withdraw the bill, which 
would have allowed some 
criminal suspects to be sent 
to mainland China for trial, 
but protesters have wid¬ 
ened their demands to in¬ 
clude direct elections for 
the city's leaders and po¬ 
lice accountability. 

More than 1,300 people 
have been arrested amid 
increasing clashes be¬ 
tween protesters and po¬ 
lice, who demonstrators 
have accused of abuses. 
The unrest has battered 
Hong Kong's economy, 
which was already reeling 
from the U.S.-China trade 
war. It is also seen as an 
embarrassment to Beijing, 
which hasaccused foreign 
powers of fomenting the 
unrest. 

Earlier Sunday, hundreds 
of protesters waved Brit¬ 
ish flags, sang "God Save 
the Queen" and chanted 
"UK save Hong Kong" out¬ 
side the British Consulate as 
theystepped up callsforin- 
temational support fortheir 
campaign. 

With banners declaring 
"one country, two systems is 
dead,"they repeated calls 
for Hong Kong's former co¬ 


lonial ruler to ensure the 
city's autonomy is upheld 
under agreements made 
when Britain ceded power 


to China in 1997. 
Demonstrators held similar 
rallies Sept. 1 at the British 
Consulate and last week¬ 


end atthe U.S. Consulate. 
On Saturday, pro-democ¬ 
racy protesters and sup¬ 
porters of the central gov¬ 
ernment in Beijing clashed 
at a Hong Kong shopping 
mall and several public 
places. Police arrested 
more than a dozen people 
and hospital authorities 
said 25 were injured. 

The clashes amid the mid¬ 
autumn festival holiday 
came after several nights 
of peaceful ralliesthatfea- 
tured protesters belting out 
a new protest song in mass 
singing at shopping malls. 
Thousands of people also 
carried lanterns with pro¬ 
democracy messages in 
public areas and formed 
illuminated human chains 
on two of the city's peaks 
on Friday night to mark the 
major Chinese festival.^

MCIBAN'S 10VUN, Baha¬ 
mas (AP) — J effney Roberts 
lifted a mustard-yellow cur¬ 
tain from the ground as he 
looked for passports and 
other documents at the 
site where his family's home 
once stood in Grand Ba¬ 
hama. 

He then moved the cloth 
aside, picked up a pair of 
old, rusty pliers, and contin¬ 
ued hissearch. 

"We got to take what God 
gives us," Roberts said in 
reference to Tropical Storm 
Humberto, which narrowly 
missed the island over the 
weekend as it continued 
on its northward trajectory 
well offshore of Florida's 
east coast. 

By early Sunday morning, 
the U.S. National Hurricane 
Center said the stom was 
located about 137 miles 
(220 kilometers) north of 
Great Abaco Island and 
was moving at 7 mph (11 
kph) north-northwest with 


maximum sustained winds 
of 60 mph (97 kph). 
Weather forecasters said 
it would likely become a 
hurricane by Sunday night, 
but would remain far from 
the Bahamas and the U.S. 
coast by the time it had in¬ 
tensified to that strength. 
The stom briefly shuttered 
a couple of small airports, 
sent people in damaged 
homes to seek shelter and 
threatened to interrupt the 
distribution of sorely need¬ 
ed supplies including food 
and water. 

As the stom barely passed 
the northern Bahamas, 
however, Roberts and oth¬ 
ers were already returning 
to the task at hand: resum¬ 
ing their cleanup and re¬ 
covery efforts in commu¬ 
nities devastated by Hur¬ 
ricane Dorian two weeks 
ago. 

On Saturday, U.N. Sec¬ 
retary-General Antonio 
Guterres visited the island 


of GreatAbaco to support 
humanitarian efforts in the 
wake of the stom, which 
left thousands in need of 
food, water and shelter. 
"Hurricane Dorian hasbeen 
classified as Category 5. 
I think it's Category Hell," 
said the secretary-general, 
adding he was horrified 
by the "level of systematic 


devastation." 

The death toll from the hur¬ 
ricane standsat 50 and the 
number of missing at an 
a laming 1,300 people, al¬ 
though officials caution the 
list is preliminary and many 
people could just be un¬ 
able to connect with loved 
ones. 

Meanwhile, detritus was 


piled high as Bahamians 
attempted to continue sal¬ 
vaging what was left be¬ 
hind. 

On Saturday, Patrice Higgs 
stood barefoot in her back¬ 
yard with grey mud caked 
on her feet. She stared list¬ 
lessly at the horizon as she 
occasionally pointed at 
some of her belongings 
that remained tangled 
in the debris and out of 
reach, including a cream- 
colored loveseat? 

She confided that she lost 
five relatives to Dorian. 

"My sister, my niece, my 
nephew, my aunty and my 
cousin," she said, as dark 
clouds threatening rain still 
hung overhead. 

The couple then took a 
break and sat outside as 
they watched a neigh¬ 
bor, Cecil Leathen, pry 
his boat out of fallen trees 
with the help of a backhoe 
operated by yet another 
neighbor.Q

have freed another 24 
people implicated in one 
of the country's most noto¬ 
rious crimes, the disappear¬ 
ance of 43 students, a fed¬ 
eral official said Sunday. 
Deputy Interior Secretary 
Alejandro Encinas told a 
news conference that the 
detainees were freed the 
previous evening after 
courts found various viola¬ 
tions of due process in their 
cases, including torture 
and arbitrary detention. 

He also criticized the deci¬ 
sion, calling ita "mockeryof 
justice" which encouraged 
"silence, complicity and im¬ 


punity." 

It shows 'the misery, the rot 
in which the justice system 
of our country finds itself," 
he said. 

Seventy-seven of the 142 
people arrested in the case 
have now been freed. No¬ 
body has yet been con¬ 
victed. Authorities say leftist 
students from the Ayotzina- 
pa teacher's school were 
abducted by police in the 
Guerrero state town of 
Iguala in September 2014 
and handed over to the 
drug gang Guerreros Uni- 
dos headed by Gildardo 
Lopez Astudillo, who was 
freed earlierthis month. 


Jesus Murillo Karam, attor¬ 
ney general under Presi¬ 
dent Enrique Pena Nieto, 
infamously announced the 
"historic truth" about the 
students' disappearance 
— that they were killed and 
their bodies incinerated at 
a garbage dump. 

But independent experts 
said there was no evi¬ 
dence to support the con¬ 
clusion thatthe bodies had 
been burned there and a 
team backed by the Orga¬ 
nization of American States 
said Mexican investigators 
had overlooked other pos¬ 
sibilities, including military

Into the leap year 

limeshaies aie a unique type of hospitality 
business for many reasons* but the main one 
being our usage of 7 day weeks instead of 
transient days. Of couise usage of a week to 
week model, be it Friday to Riday, Satuiday to 
Saturday or Sunday to Sunday. It comes with 
one tricky challenge, the leap year. Doesn't 
matter what timesha re or what check in date 
leap years cause trouble. 



Next year is a leap year which means there is 
an extra day to be accounted for, luckily this 
was taken into account in timeshare calen¬ 
dars Using whatwe call the 53rd week, now at 
my workplace week 53 happens once every 
6 years. If you're keeping track this is 2 years 
after a leap year. The reason being is that 
past the leap year weeks shift slightly and to 
account forthatand get weeks back in order 


we need to have that one extra week built in. 
The fun really begins the year after week 53. 
Week 53 replaces the traditional week 1 on 
the calendar, which means everyone's weeks 
gets shifted by one full week. Let me tell you 
that's where the confusion really sets in. Time- 
share owners usually have their weeks pro¬ 
grammed in and they know exactly when 
they are supposed to be in Aruba. If they do 
not keep into account that extra week, you 
end up with people coming in the wrong week 
and it's not a good thing for anyone. 

In my first experience I was so focused on giv¬ 
ing information about the extra week and 
knowing who would be here for New Years 
and who wouldn't be, that I hadn't account¬ 
ed forthe fact that this may have a negative 
trickle effect. Once the New Year came in 
we had at least 10 instances of people arriv¬ 
ing and then having to be told that they've 
come in the wrong week. Some people take 
it in stride and laugh itoff astheirmistake, oth¬ 
ers are irate and want to yell and scream be¬ 
cause why would we add an extra week to 
the calendar. Many claiming this is fheir first 


experience with this phenomenon in their 30-i- 
years of ownership. I dutifully bit my tongue 
from advising them how many times this has 
occurred in 30years, no reason to getanyone 
more upset. 

As 2020 draws closer, which means we are 
about 2 years out from another week 53, I've 
already advised my colleagues of what went 
wrong last time and we have started with our 
contingency plans in an effort to be proac¬ 
tive. Unfortunately, as I've learned that even 
the best laid plans aren't foolproof, we will do 
ourbestthrough newsletters, emailsand social 
media to make ourmembersand theirguests 
aware. We will also start looking at what to do 
forthose who inevitably due to not checking 
their timeshare calendar will still manage to 
come in the wrong week. 

The goal will be to reduce the number of er¬ 
roneous arrivals through an over saturation of 
information. Don't worry though, should you 
come in the wrong week we will still find you 
a place to sleep and enjoy your earlier than 
usual vacation. □

— When Antonio Brown 
celebrated his first touch¬ 
down with the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots by vaulting 
into a first-row luxury box, 
he didn't linger.

Determined to play to the 
final gun after allowing a 
miracle comeback at Mi¬ 
ami last year, the Patriots 
beat the Dolphins 43-0 Sun¬ 
day. 

Coach Bill Belichick had 
Tom Brady still throwing at 
the end. 

'We're playing 60 minutes," 
Belie hick said. 

The Pats did that. They 
scored twice on intercep¬ 
tion returns in a two-minute 
fourth-quarter span, and 
registered their first shutout 
since Week 3 of 2016. 

Brown helped get them 
going. The Patriots were 
18 y 2 -point favorites but led 
only 7-0 late in the first half 
before Brady hit his newest 
targetfora 20 -yard score. 
They connected four times 
in all. 

"It was a good start," Brady 
said. "I was just trying to find 
an open guy. He wassnap- 
ping off some routes and 
did a greatjob." 

Brown, who signed Mon¬ 
day, made an 18-yard 
catch on his first play and 
finished with 56 yards re¬ 
ceiving, all in the first half. 
He won raves from team- 
matesforhisdebut. 

"It was awesome," receiver 
julian Edelman said. "A lot 
of energy. He's a playmak- 


er." 

One thing Brown didn't do 
was talk to reporters after 
the game. The NFL allowed 
the four-time All-Pro receiv¬ 
er to play despite a civil 
lawsuit filed Tuesday by his 
formertraineraccusing him 
of sexually assaulting heron 
three occasions. Brown has 
denied the allegations. 

New England's defense 
outscored Miami with inter¬

said in a statement Sunday. 
'There was then a misinter¬ 
pretation regarding Chica¬ 
go's desire to have any as¬ 
pect of the play reviewed. 
We regretthatthismiscom- 
munication resulted in not 
reviewing the home njn 
call on the field." 

White Sox manager Rick 
Renteria said he immedi¬ 
ately asked umpires to re¬ 
view the homer, and they 


then went to the headset 
used to communicate with 
replay offic ia Is. 


When Renteria and the 
umpires reconvened, they 
asked if Renteria wanted 


to challenge whether Nar¬ 
vaez had touched home 
plate amid his celebrating 
teammates. Renteria mis¬ 
takenly thought this meant 
officials had ruled the ball 
cleared the fence and de¬ 
clined to challenge wheth- 
erNarvaeztouched home, 
because he had already 
seen on replays that he 
had.

"It doesn't get any better." 
On an afternoon of singles

Mmoz Roglic wins 
Spanish VueHa for 
IstGiand Iburtitle 


MADRID (AP) — Former ski 
jumper Primoz Roglic com¬ 
fortably won the Spanish 
Vuelta for his first Grand 
Tour title on Sunday, finish¬ 
ing more than two minutes 
ahead of world champion 
Alejandro Valvende after 
the 21st stage. 

Following custom, riders re¬ 
spected the leader's lead 
on the last day when the 
race made its traditional 
finish in Madrid. 

Roglic in his red leader's jer¬ 
sey was flanked by yellow- 
clad j umbo-Visma team- 
matesasthey arrived in the 
Spanish capital. 

Fabio jakobsen of Quick 
Step sprinted to win the flat 
106-kilometer (65-mile) ride 
that started in FuenIabra- 
da. 

Roglic has been one of cy¬ 
cling's rising talents given 
his superb time trial perfor¬ 
mances and his ability to 
hang with the best climbers 
in the mountains 
He showed that toughness 
by never flagging through 
the climb-heavy Vuelta, 
even when Valvende'sMo- 
vistarand a strong Astana 
team led by Miguel Angel 
Lopez tested him again 
and again. Roglic wassup- 
ported by a deep j umbo- 
Visma team that included 
Steven Kruijswijk, Robert 
Gesinkand Sepp Kuss, but 
he still had to prove he 
could do it alone when 
they were dropped by Mo- 


vista r'sand Astana'sfiercest 
attacks in the mountains. 
Roglic was considered the 
pre-race favorite, afteroth- 
er top riders such as Tour 
de France winners Egan 
Bernal and Geraint Thomas 
and last year's Vuelta win¬ 
ner Simon Yates opted not 
to compete in the race. 

He handled that pressure 
and took charge of the 
race on Stage 10, when he 
dominated the individual 
time trial, overtaking then 
leader Nairo Quintana by 
three minutes. He estab¬ 
lished a nearly two-minute 
gap overValvende that he 
protected with aplomb the 
rest of the way. 

Unflappable and with an 
impenetrable expression, 
Roglic never let Valvede 
or Lopez get away on their 
attacks, pegging his bike 
to their back wheels or not 
losing his cool and catch¬ 
ing up when they eventu¬ 
ally faltered. 

Finally, on Sunday's slow 
jaunt to Madrid he allowed 
himself to relax, smiling 
while chatting with other 
cyclists. 

The 39-year-old Valverde, 
who won the Vuelta a 
decade ago, finished the 
race second. 

Another Slovenian, Tadej 
Pogacar, completed the 
podium after a breakout 
race for the 20-year-old 
rider that included three 
stage wins.Q

was flowing down Tyson 
Fury's right cheek, and Otto 
Wallin was in his face. His 
scheduled rematch with 
Deontay Wilder suddenly 
in jeopardy, Fury needed 
to dig deep in a fight that 
wasn't supposed to be this 
hard. 

Fury did just that Satur¬ 
day night, overcoming a 
bloody cut over his right 
eye to pound out a unani¬ 
mous decision over his 
Swedish opponent and set 
up a lucrative heavyweight 
rematch with Deontay 
Wilder. 

Fury remained unbeaten in 
29 fights and retained his 
claim to the lineal heavy¬ 
weight title against a fight- 
erwho was little known but 
gave the big Englishman all 
he could handle. 

"I couldn't see out of my 
eye," Fury said. "I got 
cut over my eye and it 
changed the fight com¬ 
pletely." 

With blood streaming down 
his face. Fury dominated 
from the middle rounds on 
in what was supposed to 
be little more than a tune 
up fight for his scheduled 
February rematch with 
Wilder. He was a 30-1 favor¬ 
ite at fight time, but after 
being cut in the third round 
had to reach deep to pull 
out the win. 

The three ringside judges 
had Fury winning by scores 
of 118-110, 117-111 and 


116-112. The Associated 
Press had Fury winning 116- 
112 . 

"It's all heart and determi¬ 
nation," Fury said. "If I can 
keep going, I keep going. 
Otto isa great Swede, a Vi¬ 
king warrior." 

Fury was cut over his right 
eye in the third round, and 
it clearly bothered him as 
the fight went on. Blood 
flowed down the right side 
of his face and stained his 
trunks, and Fury kept wiping 
at the cut to try and keep 
the blood out of his eye. 
Referee Tony Weeks 
stopped the fight briefly 
in the sixth round for the 


ringside doctor to look at 
the eye. When the fight 
resumed. Fury fought at a 
quicker pace, seemingly 
realizing he might be run¬ 
ning out of time. 

With renewed determina¬ 
tion, he kept the pressure 
on Wallin the rest of the 
way to cement a huge 
payday against Wilder, 
who he fought to a draw in 
December. 

"Deontay Wilder, I want you 
next," Wilder said. "Now I'm 
going to go home and re¬ 
lax with the family." 

Wallin was still fighting hard 
in the final round, stun¬ 
ning Fury with a right to 


the head and chasing him 
around the ring in search 
of a knockdown that never 
came. Wallin, fighting for 
only the second time in the 
U.S., suffered his first defeat 
to fa II to 20-1. 

"I did everything I could, I 
tried my best," Wallin said. 
'Tyson isa great fighter." 
Much of the fight was 
fought at close range, as 
the two men brawled on 
the inside.Thatwasparticu- 
lariytrue in the laterrounds, 
as Fury (29-0-1) tried to land 
uppercuts and Wallin kept 
punching at Fury's bloody 
rig ht eye. 

Fury earned a reported $12 


million for the fight, part of 
a deal with promoter Bob 
Arum, who scooped him 
up after the Wilder fight. He 
will earn a lot more against 
Wilder, who still must beat 
Luis Ortiz in November to 
make the February re¬ 
match happen. 

Arum said Fury stepped 
up the pace after the cut 
over his eye was ruled to 
be from a punch. Had the 
fight been stopped early 
because of the cut Wallin 
would have won. 

"It was a courageous per¬ 
formance, a terrific fight," 
Arum said. 'We knew the 
Swede wasn't a quitter. But 
Tyson's a real warrior. That's 
why they call him the Gyp¬ 
sy King." 

Fury came into the ring 
behind a mariachi band, 
wearing a pancho and a 
sombrero to stake his claim 
to fighting on Mexican In¬ 
dependence Day week¬ 
end in LasVegas.

— Volkswagen is rolling out 
what it bills as the break¬ 
through electric carforthe 
masses, the leading edge 
of a wave of new battery- 
powered vehicles a bout to 
hit the European auto mar¬ 
ket. 

The carsare the result of big 
investments in battery tech¬ 
nology and new factories 
driven by environmental 
regulation and concerns 
aboutglobal warming. 

But it's not at all clear 
whether consumers are 
ready to buy them. Electric 
cars remain a niche prod¬ 
uct, with less than 2%of the 
market, due to higher pric- 
esand worriesabouta lack 
of placesto charge. Itadds 
up to a risky undertaking for 
the companies. 
Volkswagen is betting that 
the ID.3, with a roomy inte¬ 
rior, brisk acceleration and 
battery range of up to 550 
kilometers (340 miles) for 
the top model, will change 
things. It argues that the 
base price under 30,000 
euros ($33,000) makes the 
ID.3 "an electric car for ev¬ 
eryone." A key competi¬ 
tor, Tesla's Model 3, starts 
at 36,800 euros ($40,000) in 
Europe, but the company's 
website indicatesitcan run 
to well over 40,000 euros, 
depending on options. 

The ID.3 went on display 
Monday ahead of the 
Frankfurt Motor Show, and 
Volkswagen is also reveal¬ 
ing a new logo. 

Both moves are aimed at 
underlining the company's 
tra nsfo rma tio n sine e its 2015 
diesel scandal, in which 
Volkswagen was caught 
using software to cheat on 
emissions testing and paid 
more than 30 billion euros 
($33 billion) in fines and 
penalties. The company is 
positioning itself asyounger 
and more oriented toward 
digital services and zero lo¬ 
cal emissions electric driv¬ 
ing. 

Volkswagen CEO Herbert 
Diess said that the launch 
is "a decisive moment" for 
the company and that the 
ID.3 will "bring the electric 
car from its niche into the 
middle of society." 

The company touts the ID.3 


as the third chapter in the 
company's history, follow¬ 
ing the Beetle, which be¬ 
came a symbol of postwar 
German prosperity, and 
the Golf, of which Volkswa¬ 
gen has sold more than 35 
million since 1974. 

The car will reach custom¬ 
ers in Europe next year, 
while Volkswagen plans to 
launch an electric SUV in 
the United States at an as- 
yet unspecified date. 

The German company is 
deploying extensive finan¬ 
cial and manufacturing ca- 
pabilitiesto make a success 
of its electric cars, saying it 
will have invested 30 billion 
euros in this area by 2023. 
It has sunk 1.2 billion euros 
into a factory in Z/vickau in 
eastern Germany to make 
the ID.3, the first of eight 
planned electric-car plants 
worldwide, including one in 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. 
The company, which sold 
10.8 million vehicles last 
yea r, a imsfor40%of itssa les 
to be electrics by 2030. 
Analysts warn that the in¬ 
dustry could be saddled 
with slow-selling products 


that undermine earnings 
in a weakening global 
car market. Electrics were 
only 1.8% of the European 
market through the first six 
months of the year. 

The launch of electric cars 
is so far mainly driven by 
regulation, not consumers. 
Above all, companies are 
rushing to make electric 
cars to meet tighter rules 
on carbon emissions and 
pollutants, particularly in 
the European Union and 
China. 

'The industry has spent bil¬ 
lions developing its new 
generation of electric ve¬ 
hicles," wrote analyst Max 
Warburton at research firm 
Bernstein. 'Clean sheet de¬ 
signs with dedicated plat¬ 
forms ... have been engi¬ 
neered at great cost. Bat¬ 
tery pack assembly plants 
have been built. Huge 
cell supply contracts with 
Asian suppliers have been 
signed." 

"But this money is being 
spent without convincing 
evidence that customers 
are waiting forthese cars." 
The EU has new limits on 


emissions of carbon diox¬ 
ide, the main greenhouse 
gas blamed for global 
warming, that will kick in ful¬ 
ly in 2021 to comply with the 
Paris climate accord. Cars 
will have to produce no 
more than 95 gramsof C02 
per kilometer, the equiva¬ 
lent of requiring mileage of 
66 miles per gallon under 
U.S. measurements. 

Failure to comply means a 
fine for every gram of C02 
over the limit per car. In 
practice, that meanseach 
electric car sold could be 
worth more than 10,000 
euros ($11,000) in avoided 
fines, according to Ferdi¬ 
nand Dudenhoeffer of the 
Center for Automotive Re¬ 
search at the University of 
Duisburg-Essen in Germany. 
China, a major market for 
German carmakers, is also 
pushing for lower-emission 
vehicles Regulatory pres¬ 
sure for electric uptake 
is less certain in the U.S., 
where the Trump admin¬ 
istration has sought to re¬ 
lax standards set by the 
Obama administration. 

So far, electrics are most 


popular in wealthier coun¬ 
tries with per capita in¬ 
comes over 40,000 euros 
($44,100) a year, such as 
Norway, Sweden and Swit¬ 
zerland. In poorercountries, 
electriesare nowhere to be 
seen. J ust 293 were sold in 
Slovakia and 315 last year 
in Greece. 

Incentives play a big role. 
In Norway, where electrics 
were over 30% of the mar¬ 
ket last year, incentives 
amount to 11,600 euros in 
tax breaks. 

Finding a place to charge 
is another issue. Tesla has 
its own network of high¬ 
way fast-charging stations 
A consortium of automak¬ 
ers including Volkswagen 
aims to have 400 highway 
charging stations by 2020. 
While Volkswagen has 
been aggressive about 
electric cars, others are 
taking a more gradual ap¬ 
proach. Daimler has the 
EQC sport-utility, which 
sha res pa rts with a n existing 
internal combustion vehi¬ 
cle. That means lower new 
investment spending. BMW 
is launching its iX3 electric 
SUV and an electric Mini. 
BMW's experience shows 
the hazards: it was first with 
an all-electric car, the i3city 
car in 2013, but according 
to the Bernstein ana lysis lost 
money on it and cancelled 
a successor. 

Other new electric cars at 
the show include Daim¬ 
ler's Smart fortwo and, at 
the high end of the mar¬ 
ket, Volkswagen's Porsche 
is bringing out the Taycan 
coupe, a direct challenge 
to Tesla's Model S. In all, 
some 20 new electric mod¬ 
els will hit the market by 
2021. If demand is lacking, 
carmakers may have to 
offload the cars through 
sales to rental companies 
and corporate fleets, re¬ 
quire employees to take 
them as company cars, or 
subsidize sales with gener¬ 
ous financing, all of which 
would sap profits. 

'We are proceeding on 
the assumption that there 
will be many incentives in 
the market in 2020-2021," 
said Dudenhoeffer from 
the Center for Automotive 
Research. 'They are simply 
condemned to sell these

Breaking up can be hand to 
do if the otherparty doesn't 
want to iet you go. Peopie 
who move out of high-tax 
states may ieam this the 
hard way — through a resi¬ 
dency audit. 

States such as New York, 
Caiifomia and liiinois use 
the auditsto ciaimthatyour 
recent interstate move was 
just a tax dodge and that 
you stiii owe their state in¬ 
come taxes. Proving you've 
actuaiiy moved and pian 
to make the new piace 
your permanent home — 
yes, the burden of proof is 
on you in a residency audit 

— often requires far more 
than flashing your new 
driver's iicense or spending 
a certain number of days 
outside the oid state. 

WHO ISMOSTATRISK 
Technicaiiy, anyone who 
moves out of a high-tax 
state couid face scrutiny, 
but tax experts say the resi¬ 
dency audit risk increases 
if: 

— You moved to a state 
with a much iowertax bur¬ 
den. 

— You stiii have a home or 
businesstiesin the oid state. 

— You moved just before 
seiiing a business, a bunch 
of stockorsome othervaiu- 
abie asset. 

— You're in a high tax 
bracket. 

Weaithy peopie who move 
away from high-tax states 
are virtuaiiy certain to face 
a residency audit, says 
tax attorney Mark Kiein, a 


partner at Hodgson Russ in 
New York. The stakes can 
be substantiai: New York 
coiiected about $1 biiiion 
from residency audits from 
2013 to 2017, according to 
Monaeo, a company that 
seiis a io cation-tracking 
app for proving tax resi¬ 
dency. More than haif of 
the 3,000 or so peopie au¬ 
dited each year iose their 
cases, and the average 
amount coiiected per au¬ 
dit was $144,270, Monaeo 
caicuiated. 

Auditors go where the 
money is You're uniikeiy to 


be audited if you're aiready 
in a iow tax bracket and 
cutaiitiesto youroid state. 
But the more you have to 
gain from a move away 
from a high-tax state, the 
more carefuiyou shouid be 
about making that move, 
tax experts say. 
WHATREALLY MAHERS IN A 
RESIDENCY AUDIT 
Many peopie mistakeniy 
beiieve they need oniy 
spend 183 days of each 
year outside their former 
state to win a residency 
audit, Klein says But if you 
spend more days in the 


high-tax state than you do 
elsewhere, you could still 
be considered a resident. 
That can be a particular 
problem for the "migratory 
rich" who own homes in 
multiple states, or even for 
more ordinary people who 
travel a lot. Klein advises 
his clients to spend at least 
twice as much time in their 
new home state as in their 
old one. 

Auditors look at a wide 
range of factors for evi¬ 
dence of where your true 
home lies Are you still see¬ 
ing doctors and dentists 


in youroid location? Does 
your family celebrate holi¬ 
days there? Where do you 
keep your most treasured 
items— yourphoto albums, 
family heirlooms, pets? 
Where's your safe deposit 
box? 

CREATE A GOOD PAPER 
TRAIL 

Creating a substantial pa¬ 
per trail can be key to win¬ 
ning your case. Register 
to vote and get a driver's 
license in your new state, 
but don't stop there. You 
also should change ve¬ 
hicle registrations, update 
the address where you re¬ 
ceive bank statements, bills 
and other mail and revise 
yourestate-planning docu¬ 
ments to reflect the laws of 
your new state. 

People underresidencyau- 
d its typically need to prove 
where they were each day 
of the year in question, 
Klein says. Cell phone re¬ 
cords — which can show 
where you were with each 
text orcall — can be used 
by taxpayers to prove their 
case but also can be sub¬ 
poenaed by the tax agen¬ 
cy. Other potentially rich 
(and subpoenable) data 
sources include travel re¬ 
cords, credit card receipts 
and toll collection devices, 
such as E-Z Pass. You may 
need to maintain records 
indefinitely. Although most 
audits happen within a few 
years of the last tax return 
you filed, there's often no 
statute of limitations if a 
state finds you should have 
filed a return but didn't. □ 


US budget defic itfor 11 months up $169 billion over 2018 


WASHINGTON (AF^ — The 

U.S. government's budget 
deficit increased by $169 
billion to $1.07 trillion in the 
first 11 months of this bud¬ 
get year as spending grew 
faster than tax collections. 
The Treasury Department 
reported Thursday that the 
deficit with just one month 
left in the budgetyearisup 
18.8% over the same period 
a yearago. 

Budget experts project 
a surplus for September, 
which would push the total 
2019 deficit down slightly 
below the $1 trillion mark. 
The Congressional Budget 


Office is forecasting a defi¬ 
cit this year of $960 billion, 
compared to a 2018 defic it 
of $779 billion. 

Going forward, the CBO 
seesthe annual defic it top¬ 
ping $1 trillion in 2020 and 
never falling below $1 tril¬ 
lion overthe next decade. 
The government has only 
recorded trillion-do liar-plus 
defic its in one otherperiod, 
during the four years 2009 
through 2012 when spend¬ 
ing went up to deal with 
a deep recession and the 
worst financial crisis since 
the 1930s. 

The higherdeficitscurrently 


reflect higher government 
spending, reflecting two 
budget agreements in 
2018 and this yea rbetween 
the Trump administration 
and Congress that added 
billions of dollars in extra 
spending for the military 
and domestic programs. 

In addition. Social Security 
and Medicare payments 
are surging as millions 
of baby boomers retire. 
Added to the increased 
spending is the impact of 
the $1.5 trillion tax cut Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump pushed 
through Congress in 2017, 
reducing individual and 


corporate tax rates 
For this year, revenues are 
up 3.4% but spending is up 
by 7percent, neariydouble 
the increase in revenues 
Individual tax revenues 
have risen by 2% in the first 
11 monthsof thisyearcom- 
pared to the same period 
in 2018 while corporate tax 
revenues a re down 2% 
Bucking this slow growth 
are tariffs which are up $28 
billion or73%overlastyear, 
reflecting the higher tar¬ 
iffs Trump has imposed on 
China and other nations as 
part of his get-tough trade

ANCHORAGE Alaska (AP) 

— Seals that rely on sea 
ice off Alaska's northwest 
coast have been dying at 
uncommon rates, and fed¬ 
eral marine mammal biolo¬ 
gists Thursday declared an 
"unusuaI mortality event." 
The cause of death for 
nearly 300 ringed, bearded 
and spotted seals since 
J une 1, 2018, is not known, 
according to the fisheries 
amn of the National Oce¬ 
anic and Atmospheric 
Administration, the man¬ 
agement agency for the 
marine mammals 
"We're looking at a broad 
spectrum of possible 
causes and trying to rule 
out what we can and nar¬ 
row it down," NOAA Fish¬ 
eries spokeswoman Julie 
Speegle said. 

Viruses, bacteria and al¬ 
gal blooms are possible 
causes Water tempera¬ 
ture in the northern Bering 
Sea and the Chukchi Sea 
the last two summers have 
been higher than normal. 
The agency is looking at 
possible ecosystem influ¬ 
ences, including dimin¬ 
ished sea ice, Speegle said. 
Alaska Native coastal com¬ 
munities hunt a II three sea Is 
formeatand hidesaspart 
of a subsistence life. 

NOAA Fisheries received 
reports of 282 dead seals, 
almost five times more 
than the average number 
of reported strandings, ac¬ 
cording to the agency. The 
count included 85 beard¬ 
ed seals, 66 ringed seals, 40 
spotted seals and 91 seals 
that were not identified. 

The deaths occurred over 
all age groups The deaths 
bothyearsoccurred mostly 
fromj une to September. 
Some stranded seals were 
missing fur or were skinnier 
than normal, but the time 
between death and dis¬ 
covery of a carcass hinder 
investigators 

"Many of the seals have 
been pretty badly decom¬ 
posed so it's been hard to 
identify exactly what the 
fat layer is," Speegle said. 
Federal law defines an un¬ 
usual mortality event as 
strandings that involve a 


significant die-off and de¬ 
mand an immediate re¬ 
sponse. The declaration 
allowsthe agency to focus 
resources on an investiga¬ 
tion. 

Bearded seals get their 
name from short snouts 
covered with thick, long, 
white whiskers. Bearded 
seals give birth and rear 
pupson drifting packice. 
Ringed seals are the small¬ 
est of Alaska's ice sea Is and 
are the main prey of polar 
bea rs They get their na me 
from small, light-colored 
circles on their coats. 
Ringed seals are the only 
seals that thrive in com¬ 
pletely ice-covered Arc¬ 
tic waters. They use strong 
claws to maintain breath¬ 
ing holes in thick ice and 
give birth in lairs dug in 
snow that accumulates 
on top of ice. Young pups 
cannot survive in cold wa¬ 


ter until they have grown a 
blubberlayer. 

Spotted seals are medium- 
size seals with light coats 
and dark spots. They often 
are found at the outer mar¬ 
gins of shifting icefloes. 
NOAA Fisheries also de¬ 
clared an unusual mortality 
event following abnormal 
molting and deaths of ice 
seals and walruses from 
2011 to 2016. A definitive 
cause was not identified. 
But biologists don't believe 
that event, marked by ani¬ 
mals with hair loss and skin 
lesions, is connected to the 
current event. The agency 
estimated that 657 seals 
were affected over those 
six yea rs. 

Ringed seals and some 
populations of bearded 
seals are listed as threat¬ 
ened species because of 
the loss of sea ice due to 
climate warming. □

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Summer of Blob: Maine sees moie big, stinging jellyfish 


PORIIAND, Maine (AP) — 

Seaside New England is 
known for rocky shores, 
seafood shacks, chance 
whale sightings and, in re¬ 
cent months, lots of gooey, 
tentacled blobs. 

The Gulf of Maine and 
some of its beaches, ever 
popular with tourists, have 
recorded a high number 
of sightings of a big jellyfish 
that has the ability to sting

The lion's mane jellyfish, the 
largest known variety, can 
grow to five or more feet 
across, with tentacles more 
than 100 feet long.

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Study finds the univeise might be 2 
billion yea IS younger

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

universe is looking younger 
everyday, it seems. 

New calculations suggest 
the universe could be a 
couple billion years young¬ 
er than scientists now esti¬ 
mate, and even younger 
than suggested by two oth¬ 
er calculations published 
this year that trimmed hun¬ 
dreds of millions of years 
from the age of the cos¬ 
mos 

The huge swings in scien¬ 
tists' estimates — even this 
new calculation could be 
off by billions of years — re¬ 
flect different approaches 
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to the tricky problem of 
figuring the universe's real 
age. 

'We have large uncertainty 
for how the stars are mov¬ 
ing in the galaxy," said Inh 
j ee, of the Max Plank Insti¬ 
tute in Germany, lead au¬ 
thor of the study in Thurs¬ 
day's journal Science . 
Scientists estimate the age 
of the universe by using the 
movement of stars to mea¬ 
sure how fast it is expand¬ 
ing. If the universe is ex¬ 
panding faster, that means 
itgotto its current size more 
quickly, and therefore must 
be relatively younger. 

The expansion rate, called 
the Hubble constant, is one 
of the most important num¬ 
bers in cosmology. A larger 
Hubble Constant makes 
fora faster moving — and 
younger— universe. 

The generally accepted 
age of the universe is 13.7 
billion years, based on a 
Hubble Constant of 70. 
jee'steam came up with 
a Hubble Constant of 82.4, 


which would put the age 
of the universe at around 
11.4 billion years. 

Jee used a conceptcalled 
gravitational lensing — 
where gravity warps light 
and makes far away ob¬ 
jects look closer. They rely 
on a special type of that 
effect called time delay 
lensing, using the chang¬ 
ing brightness of distant ob¬ 
jects to gather information 
fortheircalculations 
But j ee's approach is only 
one of a few new ones 
that have led to different 
numbers in recent years, 
reopening a simmering 
astronomical debate of 
the 1990s that had been 
seemingly settled. J ee and 
outside experts had big ca¬ 
veats for her number. She 
used only two gravitational 
lenses, which were all that 
were available, and so her 
margin of error is so large 
that it's possible the uni¬ 
verse could be older than 
calculated, not dramati¬ 
cally younger.Q

PHOENIX (AP) — "El Norte," 
the seminal film about a 
brother and sister who flee 
violence in Guatemala to 
seek a new life in the Unit¬ 
ed States, is returning to the 
big screen for one day this 
month to commemorate its 
35th anniversary. 

As the flood of Guatema¬ 
lans and other Central 
Americans endure the ar¬ 
duous trek to The North, 
the movie feels as fresh to¬ 
day as it did more than a 


generation ago, when civil 
war raged in the highlands 
south of Mexico. 

Today's migrants are more 
likely to have small chil¬ 
dren in tow, but they arent 
much different than those 
wayfarers of the past. The 
Central Americans show¬ 
ing up these days on the 
southern border say they 
are also escaping poverty 
and violence, now inflict¬ 
ed mostly by street gangs 
called maras, which have

transformed their countries 
into some of the most dan¬ 
gerous in the world. 
Restored by the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences, Gregory Nava's 
"El Norte" will be play on 
Sept. 15 at some 200 movie 
theaters nationwide. Show¬ 
ings will feature an intro¬ 
duction by Nava, whose 
other films include the hit 
'Selena"and "My Family." 
Tickets are available 
through cinema distributor 
Fathom Events and partici¬ 
pating movie theaters. The 
anniversary showing will be 
followed with the release of 
the restored version of the 
movie on digital formats by 
Lionsgate . 

"I made 'El Norte' in large 
part because we needed 
a message of compassion 
and humanity" about im¬ 
migrants, said Nava, who 
directed the 1984 film from 
a screenplay co-written 
with Anna Thomas The pair 
was nominated forthe best 
screenplay Oscar. 

"It made the difference in 
helping legalize millions of 
people," said Nava. "We 
need that message again." 
Two years after "El Norte" 
was released, the Immigra¬ 
tion Reform and Control 
Act was signed into law by 
President Ronald Reagan, 
legalizing most immigrants 
who arrived in the country 
before Jan. 1, 1982 without 
permission. 

Many of the several million 


people subsequently legal¬ 
ized were Mexicans. But 
migrants continued to flow 
into the U.S. from Mexico as 
well as Guatemala, where 
through most of the 1980s 
the U.S. supplied military 
training and materials to 
that country's army for a 
brutal counterinsurgency 
campaign. 

Nava, 70, learned about 
the struggles of immigra¬ 
tion growing up in San Di¬ 
ego in a family wounded 
by the early 1930sdeporta¬ 
tion of his Mexican Ameri¬ 
can grandfather, one of 
many U.S. citizens and le¬ 
gal residents kicked out of 
the county during an anti¬ 
immigrant campaign by 
the administration of Presi¬ 
dent Herbert Hoover. Na¬ 
va's grandmother was left 
alone in California to raise 
seven children, including 
the filmmaker's father. 
"Myfamilywasripped apart 
because of this, something 
we left hidden in a closet 
of shame," said Nava, who 
now lives in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico. 

Nava said much of the film 
was made in the south¬ 
ern Mexican state of Chi¬ 
apas because the civil war 
made working in Guate¬ 
mala too dangerous More 
than 200,000 people were 
killed or forcibly disap¬ 
peared, many of them eth¬ 
nic Mayans, during 36 yea ns 
of hostilities that ended 
with 1996 peace accords 


between the government 
and leftist rebels. 

"El Norte" tells the story of 
siblings Rosa and Enrique 
Xuncax, who flee Guate¬ 
mala afterthe army slaugh¬ 
ters or takes away almost 
everyone in their small rural 
community. 

The siblings played by 
Mexican actors Zb ide Silvia 
Gutierrez and David VillaI- 
pando launch their dan- 
geroustrekthrough Mexico 
after Enrique gets advice 
from a family friend on how 
to convince "la migra," or 
U.S. immigration authorities, 
he's a Mexican if he's de¬ 
tained. 

Curse like crazy, the friend 
says, and the agents will 
believe you are a Mexican 
and send you back over 
the border to Tijuana, Mex¬ 
ico rather than all the way 
to Guatemala. 

When they get to Tijuana, 
the siblings face a whole 
new set of challenges, in¬ 
cluding a terrifying journey 
crawling under the border 
through an old sewage 
tunnel into San Diego. 

In another notable scene 
after they get to Los Ange¬ 
les, Rosa becomes over¬ 
whelmed by the dizzying 
array of options on a mod¬ 
em washing machine. Na- 
cha, a factory worker and 
maid played by the now- 
late Mexican American 
actress Lupe Ontiveros, be¬ 
friends young Rosa as she 
adjusts to her new life.Q

'ThisTender Land: a Novel" 
(Atria Books), by William 
Kent Krueger 

Strands of the adventures 
of Huck Finn and Tom Saw¬ 
yer on the Mississippi River 
echo throughout William 
Kent Krueger's lyrical, com¬ 
passionate 'This Tender 
Land"in which fourchildren 
try to escape theirbrutal life 
by taking a canoe down 
the Minnesota River. 

Best known for his series 
about private investigator 
Cork O'Connor, Krueger 
delves deep into his sec¬ 
ond stand-alone novel for 
an affecting story about 
growing up and overcom¬ 
ing a childhood filled with 
neglect, abuse and racism 
during the Depression. 

'ThisTender Land" opens in 
1932 when narrator Odys¬ 
seus "Odie" O'Banion and 
his brother Albert endure a 
constant barrage of brutal 


treatment at the Lincoln In¬ 
dian Training School in Min¬ 
nesota where they were 
sent after their bootlegger 
father was murdered. The 
brothers stand out as the 
only white children among 
the Native Americans at 
the school where Odie is 
the rebel while Alberttriesto 
go by the rules. Theirclosest 
friends are Mose, a teen¬ 
age Sioux whose tongue 
wascut off when he wasa 
child, and Emmy, a bright 
little giri whose mother is a 
teacher at the school. Em¬ 
my's motherand an ethical 
janitor are the only adults 
at the school who are kind 
to all the children. 

Fed up with the abuse and 
trying to escape the after- 
math of a fatal incident, 
the four set out on the ca¬ 
noe on the Gilead River 
that will connect to the 
Minnesota River. They plan 
to eventually make their 
way onto the Mississippi Riv¬ 


er with theirfina I goa I being 
St. Louis. There, the broth¬ 
ers hope their Aunt Julia, 
whom they have only seen 
a few times, will take them 
all in. But the trip is fraught 
with peril — from the rivers 
themselves and from the 
law. Newspaper accounts 
maintain that Emmy was 
kidnapped and law en¬ 
forcement officers up and 
down the river are on the 
lookout forthem, asare the 
cruel ownersof the school.

Surveys show they're on the 
rise. Websites, newspapers, 
magazinesand even books 
are featuring road trips like 
they're the next big thing — 
even though they're actu¬ 
ally a longstanding Ameri¬ 
can tradition steeped in 
nostalgia and pop culture, 
from the 1950s Beat Gener¬ 
ation literary classic 'On the 
Road" to the 1983 comedy 
movie "National Lampoon's 
Vacation." On Instagram, 
the hashtag #roadtrip 
shows up 37 million times. 

In some ways, the come¬ 
back of this 20th century- 
style vacation is surprising 
in an era when 'time has 
become more far more 
precious than money, a 
priceless commodity notto 
be squandered lumbering 
along down endless miles 
of highway," writes Rich¬ 
ard Ratay in his upcoming 
book, "Don't Make Me Pull 
Over!: An Informal History of 
the Family Road Trip." 

In other words, why spend

make stops a long the way. 
Other reasons (besides low¬ 
er costs and avoiding air 
travel) include the ease of 
taking pets along and the 
ability to make plans last- 
minute. 

One surprise finding: The 
resurgence in road trips 
is "led by millennia Is," said 
Steve Cohen, senior vice 
president, travel insights, 
MMGY Global. 'When we 
look at the total number of 
road trips, there were more 
taken by millennia Is than 
any othergeneration." And 
even though they're young, 
nostalgia plays a role. Mil- 
lennials are remembering 
trips they took "when they 
were kids, which wasn't 
that long a go," Co hen said. 
The price of gas, by the 
way, matters less than you 
might expect. A recent 
AAA survey concluded 
that even though gascosts 
more now than at any time 
since 2014, that's not keep¬ 
ing people home. AAA 
also said road trips were 
the most popular option 
forfamily vacations in their 
survey. Another report, 
this one from Ford, called 
'The New American Road 
Trip(pers): How 'Digital No¬ 
mads' and Technology Blur 
Work and Play," found 50 
percent of those surveyed 
said road trips are more 
appealing than otherforms 
of travel like air, cruise and 
trains because you can be 
"more spontaneous" when 
you're driving.

A colossal 960-page book 
published in May called

Drives of a Lifetime," edited 
by Darryl Sleath, describes 
road tripsalloverthe globe, 
from South Africa's Chap¬ 
man's Peak Drive to Califor¬ 
nia's Pacific Ccast Highway 
to the Pamir Highway from 
Afghanistan to Kyrgzystan. 
Many of the trips are ac¬ 
companied by digital route 
outlines that can be ex¬ 
plored with GoogleMaps. 
Chevrolet worked with a 
data scientist, Randy Ol¬ 
son, to calculate the most 
efficient road trip route 
around the U.S., with one 
family-friendly stop In each 
of the 48 contiguous states 
It would take 214 hours 
(around nine days) of non¬ 
stop driving to complete 
the entire 13,000-mile route.
